Car F inancing in 9 Months 
Over Billion and Quarter

ASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—A 

total of 2,699,981 automobiles 
were financed during the first 

nine months of this year by 369 
financing organizations, on which 
$1,259,076,460 was advanced, it was 
disclosed today by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

Of this number of units financed, 
1,496,149 were new cars on which 
$885,270,523 was advanced while 
$349,430,350 was extended on 1,148,- 
533 used cars. The balance—$24,- 
375,587—was advanced on 55,298 un- 
classified cars, forty-six of the| 
smaller financing firms finding it| 
impossible to segregate their opera- | 
tions. | 

In September a total of $92,008,- | 
795 was advanced on 155,075 new 
cars, aS against $107,052,134 on 177,- 
204 cars in the previous month, The | 
highest month of the nine-month 

i for new cars was May when 
210,303 new cars were financed to 
the extent of $123,691,554. 

In the used car class, a total of 
123,445 units were financed to the 
extent of $37,853,924 in September,

The high level for used 
cars for the year thus far also was 
recorded in May when 163,500 units 
were sold with $49,048,413 worth of 
“paper.”

ASHINGTON, Nov. 19. 


—Automobile produc- 
tion in the United States in 
October amounted to 379,942, 


as compared with 397,284 in 
the corresponding month of 


last year, according to fig- 
ures announced today by the 
automotive division of the 


Department of Commerce. 
The Canadian figure for October, 
not yet available, is expected to 


bring the total American output for 
the month to approximately 400,000, 
as compared with 415,820 in October, 
1928 

The United States figure for 
October brings the total American 
automobile production for the first 
ten months, excluding Canada for 
to 5,233,659, as 


’ 


with the Canadian October out- 
put included, and with 3,139,052 in 
the first ten months of 1927. 

The ten months production, with- 
out Canada for October, exceeds the 
sutput of 4,601,130 for all of 1928 by: 
632,529 Allowing for the October 
Canadian figure, the increase over 
the total 1928 output should reach 
uot less than 650,000, equivalent to 
slightly less than 15 per cent. 

An allowance of 17,000 for Canada 
in October brings the ten months 
total to 5,250,000, leaving only 350,- 
900 to go to bring the 1929 produc- 
tion to 5,600,000, the minimum now 
set for the industry. This means 
an output of only 175,000 in Novem- 
ber and December, as compared with 
268,000 in November and 243,000 in 
December last year. 

While operations have been 
sharply cut in most of the automo- 
tive plants this month, there will

cent. Accessories and fabrication 
units will show large increases in 
production. These views are the 
consensus of men prominent in the 
industry. 

The outlook for continued high- 
rate production is bright with the 
field of export sales looming as one 
of great potentialities. Export sales 
will play an important part in the 
activities of many plants. Willys- 
Overland, Inc.. expects export trade 
to increase. Other firms manufac- 
turing parts and accessories expect 
some gain in foreign trade, but the 
bulk of increase, automotive men 
say, will come in the domestic con- 
tracts. 

Electric Auto-Lite Company is 
planning for a 60 per cent. increase 
in new business and has expanded 
facilities to handle these orders. 
Champion Spark Plug Company 
expects to show a gain of more 
than 25 per cent. over this year. 
The Tillotson Manufacturing Com- 
pang foresees a rise of 15 to 20 per 
cent. in sales, while Defiance 
Spark Plugs, Inc.. expects to more 
than double 1929 production for re- 
placement orders.

Willys-Overland, Inc. 

Next year’s program of Willys- 
Overland, Inc., automobile manu- 
facturer, is an echo and reitera- 
tion of a statement made recently 
by President L. A. Miller, in which 
he said: “Unsteady employment is 
mismanagement and a crime. We 
all realize the futility of having nine 
months of steady employment and 
three months of idleness.” 

Willys-Overland production 
schedules for 1930 will be modeled 
im so far as possible, factory officials 
indicate, to allow the smoothing 
down of production peaks and more 
steady employment for their forces. 
Total units produced will be ma- 
terially the same as in 1929, esti- 
mated by the company to total. in 
round numbers, 275,000 units.
